President Madero. 

2. That because of such murder Prest- 
dent Wilson would not recognize Huerta as 
provisional President of Mexico, although 
he had been elected by the Mexican Con- 
gress, recognized by the Mexican Supreme 
Court, was in control of the army and navy 
and all the civil departments and had been 
recognized by practically all the govern- 
ments of Europe and Asia. 

3. That President Wilson demanded that 
President Huerta should resign his Prest- 
dency and pledge himself not to be a can- 
didate for election by the Mexican people. 

The first of these assumptions of Prest- 
dent Wilson—that Huerta murdered Made 
ro—was warranted probably as a suspicion, 
but was not clearly established by the evi- 
+ dence, and later testimony and the verdict 
of a court of inquiry leave it in doubt 
whether Madero was not accidentally killed 


aid him to escape. 

The second assumption is utterly unwar- 
ranted, even if the first one were correct. 
Under the law of nations as expounded by 
all Buropean and American writers on in- 
ternational law President Huerta was en- 
titled to recognition as provisional] Prest- 
dent, no matter how he obtained the place, 
and “the voice of the nation’s head,” dif- 
fering from all the voices of all the na- 
tions of the world, was an {fll-considered, 
not to say an upstart and egotistical, voice. 

The third assumption of President Wilson, | 
that he has a right not only to order the 
resignation of Huerta, but to forbid his fu- 
ture candidacy for office in Mexico, is so 
utterly without warrant from any point of 
view, so ridiculously absurd, that for Sec- 
retary Daniels to claim that Mr. Wilson's 
voice in this respect is the “voice of a 
united country” is as if one were to assert 
that the bray of a misguided donkey is the 
roar of a mighty lion. 

Secretary Daniels complains “that the at- 
titude of some of the newspapers of the 
United States and occasional expressions 


the impression that the people were divid- 
ed in their opinion on this subject of the 
recognition of the Huerta regime.” 

Secretary Daniels draws an illogical con- 
clusion from an erroneous premise. The 
American people are not “divided in opin- 
ion” with respect to the unwisdom of Prest- 
dent Wilson’s action and the inconsiderate 
ness of President Wilson's utterances. 
They are united in the opinion that Presi- 
‘dent Wilson was wrong—utterly wrong— 
in both. ‘They are further of the opinion 
that his action and utterances have ob- 
structed the restoration of peace and or- 
derly government in the Mexican republic

POMONA, Sept. 25.—The newly- 
organized Mountain Slope Citrus As- 
sociation of North Pomona has com- 
menced preparations for the coming 
season's work of shipping the crop of 
360 acres, signed by the growers who 
comprise the association, by renovat- 
ing and improving the old Fay and 
Spruance packing- near the 
North Pomona station. Up-to-date 
machinery is being added and M. Gere 
of Rediands has been chosen as man- 
ager. The Mountain Slope associa- 
tion is independent of the local fruit 
exchanges and proposes to dispose of 
ifs fruit through the home auction 
plan, the buyers coming here and 
bargaining for cash. 

The directors of the newly organ- 
ized association have arranged to 
erect an oll storage tank with a capa- 
city of 100,000 gallons to supply fuel 
to the members of the association 
when there is a shortage of oil and 
smudging is deemed to be n 
to protect the oranges in extremely 
cold weather. A large number of 
orchard heaters will be also purchased 


All citrus associations in Pomona 
Valley are putting in large supplies 
of oll at this time to avert any pos- 
sible shortage of fuel oil, during the 
coming winter, if of] is needed. It 
has been satisfactorily demonstrated 
there that all crops can be saved if 
systematic smudging is carried on.

This afternoon almost two tons of 
the fighting fish, taken with a short, 
stout line with mackerel for bait, were 
loeded on cars and shipped toe 
canneries at San Pedro by the Japa- 
nese.- The little brown men say there 
are several enormous schools of ture | 
from one to four miles off the coast, 
about Ax miles from the Long ‘Wharf. 
The Japa go to the tuna fields, throw 
out mackerel bait, gather a school 
around the boat, then make short 


baited with mackerel. The tuna stay 
around the boat, sometimes, until it 
is almost filled. The fish weigh from 
twelve to sixty pounds, and are said 
to be of the genuine, short-finned, 
leaping variety, and not albicore. 
There is no way to stop this whole- 
sale catching of the game fish of 
the southwest coast, as the Japs take 
the fish with a line.

Petitions are being circulated, which, 
if enough signatures are secured, will 
compel the City Council to call an elee- 
tion in December. The question which 
the petitioners would have voted on is 
merely whether twelve saloons - 
censed at $1000 each shall be per- 
mi 


In this agitation there is quite a 
paradox. Saloon men usually go to 
the bat on such propositions, but if 
this case the ten men who possess 
wholesale licenses are bitterly oppos- 
ing the election and have come out in 
signed statements in the local news- 
papers to the effect that they will have 
nothing to do with the election and 
will not give it any support. Obvi- 
ously the reason for this action is fear 
on the part of the wholesaler that 
there would be no chance in winning 
the election and that they are con- 
tent to allow the saloon situation to 
remain as it is. 

On May 13, the voters eliminated 
the saloons by a small majority but 
put their stamp of appraval on whole- 
wale houses also permitting hotels 
with a dozen rooms or more to serve 
liquors with a bona fide meal. 

Two of the men voted out of busi- 
ness were J. V. Murray and J. J. 
Maher. They did not apply for whole- 
sale licenses but have retained their 
places of business in anticipation of 
an election in December. Recently 
they went to the men who are operat- 
ing under wholesale licenses d 
asked that they get behind the move- 
ment for another election. The e- 


-lsalers refused to take part in it and 


Messers Maher and Murray put the 
petitions out on their own initiative. 
Only 700 signatures are necessary to 
call an election and the leaders say 
they can easily be secured. 

The situation is this: If the neces- 
gary signatures are attached to the 
Petitions and the election is called, 
who will stand the expense of getting 
out the wet vote. The wholesalers 
would naturally have the drys with 
them and how the wets can win with 
such odds is a problem.

FULLERTON, Sept. 25.—The Citys 
Trustees have signed a contract with 
the Birch Ol Company of Brea Can- 
yon for the delivery of natural gas to 
the city of Fullerton at 20 cents per 
thousand cubic feet.
